The eagethess of Tammany to get its

Many. Thé recent history. is Ofe of. un- 
precedented efficiency and economy and 
honesty; the record under Van Wrycx, 
despite the ¢fforts of Mr. Gnrouz, the 
Borough President from 1898 to 1901 in- 
clusive, Was oné of waste, extortion, 
and teglect. Up to 1902 it is well within 


the truth to say that there was no pop- 


ulation of like extent im thé United 
States which suffered midre than. that of 
Brooklyn from bad managément of its 
streets, sewers, buildings, and “so-called 
“ improvements.” | 

‘What this bald statémetit means can 
in part be understood when it is recalled 
that the area of the borough is 77.5 
squaté miles, as compared with 62.5 
square miles: for Manliattah and the 
Bronx, or nearly 25 per cent, greater 
than the éfitire area of old New York, 
while the length of the paved streets is 
567 miles. The pavement of most of the 
streets When thé presefit a4dministration 
togk office was bad in kind and in an 
outrageotis condition. There Were over 
216 tities of antiquated cobbIé stone, and 
much of this was in the tenement disé- 
triots, where its noise, disconifort, end 
difficulty of cleahing made it most ob- 
noxious and dangerous to health. During 
the entiré four years of the Van Wyck 
Mayoralty less than 41 ‘miles of paving 
atid fepaving were contfacted for. In a 
little more than a yéar and a half under 
President Swanstrom withif a fraction 


years of Van Wrces only 40,000 sqtare 
yatds were thus cared for. Under Presi- 
dent SwaNernom, in seventeen montis, 
nearly 80,000 yards have been put in 
condition, . 

Not only has a far greater amount of 
work beén done, but it has béen better 
done and at greatly réduced prices. The 
contract price 6f asphalt pavement has 
béen cut down by open and fair conipe- 
tition from $2.88 to 61.04, or by 63 per 
cent. A laboratory has been established 
to test all materials ahd pfovision is 
made to secure the strict performance 
of the contract for mainténarice and re- 
pair. Léke «work has been done in con- 
nection with the sewers. Thé amount of 
work actually completed in eighteen 
months under thé présent administration 
for sewers was $975,000, as agairnst 
$056,000 for the four years of Van Wrox, 
while the amount wnder construction on 
the last day of July, 1908, was $3,345,- 
000 against $1,646,000 at the close of 
1901. This is ths recérd of new Work 
done and repairs, the latter being sorely 
needed. Meanwhile the sewer basins 
have been kept thoroughly cleaned at 
ah average of $1.06 fet 1902 and $1.72 
for 1908, against ah everage of $4.54 
during the previous four years. 

These are but a few of the facts as set 
forth in the very clear, aé¢urate, and 
moderate gtatenient issted by the City 
Club, which we strongly urge every citi- 
zen of Brooklyn: to secure and study, 
The whole record presents the same con- 
trast between the present and the late 
adminjstrations. A peculiarly offensive 
féature in the Situation hae been that
